3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Examiner notes the term 
"modified hex shape" is enabled by the Specification, page 7, lines 20-22, defining the flattening of each 
of the six "points" of the peripheral "ex shape resulting in straight edges corresponding to flat portions.
